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Forces Recross Border witn Prisoners 


After. Chasing Bandits 35 Miles; 
Men Are Saddle Weary 


El -Paso, Tex.—American troops 
that participated in the punitive ex- 
pedition against the Villa rebels in 
and*mear Juarez, Sunday night and 
Monday. were billeted in barracks 
and.camps on the American, side 
Ménday. night and were asleep be- 
fore dark after twenty-four hours 
of campaigning. 

: Ag a rear guard to the cavalry, ar- 
tillery and engineers’ columns which 
wound over the mesa from the river 
late Monday, seven tfagged, high- 
hatted Mexican prisoners were 
herded toward the Fort Bliss stock- 
ade by a detachment of the Fifth 
Cavalry, while another cavalry de- 
tachment drove a herd of 100 Mexi- 
-can horses and ponies cuptured from 
the Villa forces to the remount sta- 
tion. _ 

While no official report of the cav- 
alry operations have yet been pre- 
pared for Brigadier General James 
B. Erwin and Major General Cabell, 
it was unofficially stated at Fort 
Bliss that approximately fifty Villa 
followers were killed and prisoners, 
horses and mules captured, 

One American of the Seventh Cav- 
alry, Corporal Chigas, was shot 
through the lung by..a Mexican rebel 
on the south bank of the river, 

After crossing during the night, 
the cavalry column, supported by a 
battalion of the Eighty-second Ar- 
tillery, advanced, and at daybreak 
started scouting over the _ low, 
marshy fields in the elbow of the 
Rio Grande south of Ysleta, Tex. 
Capturing the seven prisoners before 
reaching the Villa camp, the cavalry 
was enabled to proceed, dismounted, 
to within a short distance of the 
adobe headquarters, when fighting 
was begun by the Americans stand- 
ing in water up to their knees, ac- 
cording to: cavalry officers. 

Four Villa men were killed in the 
first assault, and the entire force, 
numbering approximately 200 men, 
mounted and escaped toward the 
southwest, with the cavalry troops in 
pursuit. Crossing the plains and 
reaching the mesa land, the rebels 
scattered into small bands, and Colo- 
nel James J. Hornbrook’s ‘Mifth Cav- 
alry. pursued one. band, which con- 
tinvied: toward the ‘southwest for a 
distance of thirty-five miles before 

arning toward the river. 

In the meantime Colonel Tomp- 
kins’ Seventh Cavalry horse, in tem- 
porary command of Colonel Howard 
R. Hikock, deployed to the south- 
east and pursued another band of 

“the Villa iméi. During this” pursuit 
troops a and C of. the Seventh Cav- 
alry executed a mounted pistol 
charge from the-saddle and killed a 
number of the rebels. In the mean- 
time the artillery’ placed shrapnel 
shells directly over the heads of the 
fleeing Villa forces and many were 
killed. ; 

After the ‘two cavalry forces had 
pursued the rebels over more than 
thirty square miles, they formed a 
junction and returned to the Amert- 
can side of the river, accompanied by 
the artillery and Highth Engineers, 
who threw a pontoon bridge across 
the river. 

The cavalry, artillery and engi- 
neers presented a tired, soiled and 
travel-stained appearance when they 
marched over the mesa to Fort Bliss 
Monday night. The heavy cavalry 
horses had found difficulty in keep- 
ing up the speed set by the wiry lit- 
tle Mexican cow pony. The men sat 
saddle weary on their mounts. Many 
had souvenirs of the Villa pursuit.
